The fittings of the Los Angeles in- 
‘stitution have been donated by gen- 
erous people here; and the Little Sis- 
ters have made arrangements with sev- 
eral of the leading hotels and restau- 
‘rants to receive their broken food. 
This is to be the main basis of their 


supply. 

The Little Sisters of the Poor are 
obliged to serve all the old people first, 
and they then take what is left for 
their own sustenance. With a truly 
self-sacrificing spirit they devote them- 
selves to a life of -mendacity, not in 
their own behalf, but in that of the un- 
fortunate creatures to whom their lives 
are consecrated. 

In its organized handling of the 
broken foods from the hotels and 
restaurants of the city, the newcom- 
ers have the means of providing sup- 
port for charity of wide extent, and 
they thus make use of much good food 
that otherwise would go to waste.

GIVE RED CAMPOS 
‘CHANCE TO LIVE. 


SYMPATHETIC audience gath- 
ered at Blanchard’s Hall last night, 
under the auspices of the Los An- 
geles Sequéia League, to hear a pres- 
entation of the needs of the Campo lu- 
Gans for a better reservation and op- 
portunities to become self-supporting. 

Bishop Johnson presided, and spoke 
briefly of the present situation. He 
paid a tribute to Francie E. Leupp, the 
new Indian Commissioner, who was a 
college classmate of the bishop's, and 
declared that this man would heartily 
support those measures which tended 
toward the aid and relief of the unfor- 
tunate Indians. 
Charles F. Lummis gave details of 
his recent visit in the East, and his 
conferences with President Roosevelt 
on the question of the Campo Indians, 
He said the President evinced deep in- 
terest in the matter, and that he be- 
Meved his support could be counted on 
to see that these people got jJusvce. 
Mr. Lammis described vividty the 
barren condition of the rocky peaks 
which have been set aside for the 
Campo Indians to cultivate. “These 
people haven't as much land that is 
irrigable as the floor space of this hall, 
declared he, “and you couldn't raise 
very much on those granite peaks, even 
if you could irrigate them. Yet this is 
supposed to furnish a living for 180 In- 
dians. 

“The balance .of these reservation 
lands is a barren wilderness, as big as 
half a New England State, and when 
you travel across it yuu wonder what 
God made it for-it was simply to hold 
the world t ther. 

“If the — were to neglect 
these people ten years more, Los An- 
geles and Southern Celifornia would 
care for them; but that isn't fair, and 
the government should suitably pro- 
vide for its own wards. 

“We ask an appropriation of $35,000 
for lands for these 16 Indians—and 
then if they won't work, let them go 


Oscar Lawler spoke of the treatment 
of the Indians by the government and 
the white people, and declared that “It 
is not charity we ask for these In- 
dians when we demand that this nation 
stretch forth its hand and help them; 
but it is justice; plain, ordinary jus- 
tice.” 

Bishop Conaty was the closing speak- 
er, and was frequently epplauded. He 
has visited these reservations, and 
spoke strongly of the wretchedness of 
their condition, and the hopelessness of 
the Indians making a living on the 
lands allotted them. 

‘The church I represent has a ul- 
lar interest in these people who the 
providence of God are in our keeping. 
They tre Christian Indians, and they 
are thus nearer to us than the aborig- 
ines, although we all feel the touch 
of sympathy for sufferers, regardless 
of religious belief." Bishop Conaty 
detailed many incidents of his visita- 
tienes among these Indians, showing 
the barrenness of their lands, and the 
feeling of bitterness towards the white

“Even white men with Yankee wit 
couldn't make a living on the lands 
which the government has given these 
Indians,” said he. “I belleve that with 
our present President it is not poses 
ble to have such conditions conjinue 
in Indien affairs. He has shown a 
deep interest and an inclination to get 
at the facts. I had several conferences 
with him, and had the opportunity te 
give him some of these facts. With 
the help of the President. the heip 
of Ged, and the determination of the

HORSE BREEDING STATION. 
PLANS OF GOVERNMENT. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—To help sup- 
ply the demand for prime voach horses, 
Assistant of Agriculture 
Hays has purchased in this city for 
the horse-breeding experiment station 
at Greeley, Colo., the famous stailion 
Thunder Cloud, eleven mares and a 
number of fine horses. The 
Greeley institution is under the direc- 
tion of the Agricultural Department at 
Washington, and the government ap- 
propriated $50,000 for the purpose of 
experimenting in breeding an ideal 
type of American coach horsé. 
This new more on the part of the 
government is said to be likely to lead 
to requests from other live stock in- 
terests to branch oft further and es- 
tablish farms for breeding other types 
of horses, as well as for breeding dit- 
ferent types of cattle, hogs and 
sheep. With the rapid development of 
the country in wealth, the demand for 
prime coach horses has great- 
ly increased, and there is a large de- 
mand for such horses to export.

Collier’s Weekly for February 4 
contains @ savage attack upon “Uncle 
Joc” Cannon, Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, because of his oppo- 
sition to the bill to save the Califor- 
nia big trees by government purchase. 
The writer in Collier's makes a num- 
ber of remarks about Uncle Joe that 
arc really very measly, vicious and 
uncalled-for. He declares that “Mr, 
Cannon is more popular than he de- 
serves to be,” although admitting that 
“he has the racy western flavor that 
is pleasing to Americans; that “he 
has a strong, though narrow, common 
sense; and that “he also has a will, 
and therefore becomes a potentate in 
a position with the opportunities of 
the Speakership.” Fortunately, “his 
integrity is not quostioned”—and for 
this let us all be duly and devoutly 
thankful. The writer expresses the 
hope, nevertheless, “that the time will 
come when the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives is a man of larger 
mold and finer quality.” This is a 
rather. shabby swipe at Uncle Joe, es- 
pecially: when, in a closely following 
sentence of intended disparagement. 
the statement is made that “Mr. Can- 
non bringe io the Speakership the 
virtues atid the point of view of an 
honest alderman or treasurer of a 
town.” 

Continuing in this vein, the writer 
in Coliter’s Weekly “jumps on Uncle 
Joe because of his attitude toward the 
bill for the purchase of the big tree 
groves as follows:

This is piling it on a little too 
steep and we feel inclined to enter 
a vigorous protest. It may be well 
to say, in the first place, however, that 
we quite agree with the writer that 
there is really but one side to the 
question of preserving the big trees. 
That they ought to be preserved is a 
proposition so obviously true that it 
acmits of no successful denial. It is 
also clear that the national govern- 
ment is the only agency that can prop- 
eriy acquire and maintain these “noble 
monuments of a bygone time.” Mr. 
Cannon's opposition to the measure 
designed to effect this object is much 
to be regretted, and he will doubtless 
be brought eventually to see and un- 
derstand his mistake in this matter. 

But, while Uncle Joe's friends re- 
serve to themselves the right to criti- 
cise his actions, and to kick at some 
of his decisions, they will no allow 
him to be maliciously assailed . with- 
ont protest.

This is said in no disparagement of 
the big aggregation of instrument 
ists he mentally plays upon, but as 
a serious estimate of the Italian di. 
rectors matured art. 
Creatore is not the unleashed luna- 
tic of rhythm that his press agent pic- 
tures; the conductor has grown qulet- 
er with the seasons that have paseed, 
and a look now seems to answer as 
well as a complete circle of the arme. 
Creatore’s band-—-about the size of 
Eliery's company—is undeniably a 
powerful organization. Its tremen- 
dous fortissimos would make the su- 
preme efforts of an orchestra seem like 
an evening breeze. Its big bank of 
wood wind is well trained. too, and 
fine piano effects are obtained under 
the guidance of its versatile leader.
